SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 14 — 
The United States Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, once the nemesis 
of gangsters, has “fostered the 
growth of big-time racketeering 
through laxity, favoritism and 
corruption in enforcement of the 
income tax laws,” the California 
Commission on Organized Crime 
charged today. 

The commission, headed by 
Adm. William H. Standley, re- 
tired, wartime Ambassador to 
Moscow, made its charges in a. 
final report to Gov. Earl Warren, 
following an investigation of 
more than two years. 

Citing specific cases, the report 
described methods by which gam- 
blers and corrupt politicians ap- 
parently escaped income tax 
prosecution. 

Stock Sold to Racketeers. 

An_ internal revenue official 
was named as the seller of stock 
in a worthless Nevada mining 
company to racketeers having 
“income tax difficulties.” An- 
other internal revenue official 
was singled out in the report as 
the partner of “a major figure in 
prostitution in California.”

Some Officers Blame 
Shortage of Woolens 
on Army’s Opinion War 

Would Be Over Before 
Cold Weather.

FRONT, Korea, Nov. 14 (AP)— 
A bitterly cold winter is closing in 
on the American Army in North 
Korea, and the troops are not fully 
equipped for it. 

There is an icy touch to the 
north wind. The temperature at 
night is falling well below freez- 
ing; but a great many troops still 
are wearing cotton fatigues over 
long underwear. 

Some Army supply men say 
cold-weather equipment is in Ko- 
rea and is being distributed to 
frontline units. Yet along the 
roads and windswept fields there 
are more men in thin cotton gar- 
ments than in woolens. 

What Each G.I. Should Have. 

One officer said each soldier 
should have: 

A pair of shoepacs with thick 
felt lining and at least two pairs 
of woolen socks, long woolen un- 
derwear, woolen trousers and 
shirts and \sweater, windbreaker 
trousers slipped over the woolen 
trousers, a padded lining to wear 
under a cotton combat jacket, 


‘wool-lined gloves or mittens and 


a warm cap with ear flaps. 

This equipment may have 
been distributed to some units, 
but I have yet to see a soldier 
with all of it, and the days and 
nights are growing colder. 

In January the temperature ay- 
erages about 6 degrees below] 
zero. This méans that many days 
and nights will be much. colder 
than that, bringing the extreme 
danger of frozen hands, feet and 


faces. 
Slow in Last War, Too. 

In Italy and Germany during 
the last war winter clothing and 
equipment was slow in arriving. 
The winter of 1943-44 in Italy 
caught troops without adequate 
clohting. They shivered in the 
mountains for weeks. In the Bel- 
gian Battle of the Bulge the 
Americans likewise were unpre- 
pared for fighting in a snow- 
covered land. 

In Europe, many troops found 
shelter in buildings. In North 
Korea .they must live for the 
most part in foxholes or tents. 
There are few villages 
towns with houses suitable for | 
Army use. 

The troops now are chopping 
down trees and ripping timbers 
from destroyed buildings for bon- 


‘fires to keep themselves warm. 
| These fires dot the countryside 


and can be seen at night for 
miles across the valleys. 

No Fires for Combat Units. 

Combat units, of course, can- 
not even have the comfort of 
|eampfires, lest ‘they disclose 
troops positions. This little lux- 
ury is only for those far enough 
behind the lines to be reason- 
ably safe from observation, ~ 

Some officers 
that winter clothes and equip- 
ment are slow in arriving because 
of the general belief three weeks 
ago that the war in Korea was 
ending. 

“Apparently our wheels 
stopped turning when it looked 
like the war was over,” one offi- 
cer said. “Now they have to 
crank things up again.” 

In the meantime, a lot of 
American pt are going to be 
very cold and ble un- 
til they receive winter gear.

TRUMAN CALLS FOR PROFITS 
TAX RETROACTIVE TO JULY 1

Letter to Doughton Asks That 4-Billion-a-. 
Year Measure Be Voted at Short

President Truman asked Con- 
gress today to write an excess 
profits tax bill. at the forthcom- 
ing short session to produce an 
additional four billion dollars a 
year. 

The President made public a

“These profits should obvious- 
ly be taxed as part of a sound 
program of defense taxation. 

“I realize that there are many 
variations in the form this tax 
might take. The Secretary of 
the Treasury will be glad to dis-

Rescuers Reach Holy 
Year Canadian Craft!

Pieces of Bodies.’

GRENOBLE, France, Nov. 14 

(AP)—Rescuers today reached: the 

scene where a Canadian airliner 


crashed yesterday against the side 
of an Alpine cliff and reported 
“nothing left but pieces of bodies” 
of the 58 passengers and crew. 


Most of the 51 passengers were 
Canadian Holy Year pilgrims 
homeward bound from Rome. 

French army Gen. Valette Do- 
gia, a member of the search party 
reported by radio that the plane 
broke into pieces and that bits 
of bodies and parts of metal were 
scattered over a 500-yard area 
near the top of 8500-foot Mount 
L’Obiou. He said the plane had 
dug into the rocky face of the 
mountain at full power. 

The bodies were covered by 4 
light blanket of snow. 

Rescue organizers here began 
preparing to remove the bodies 
from their lofty resting place at 
daybreak tomorrow. 

Guides pushed through rain 
and snow all last night in search 
for the plane, which crashed 
about 5 p.m. yesterday.

The Rev. Dr. Theodore .Graeb- 
ner, noted Lutheran educator and 
author and a professor at Con- 
cordia Seminary for 37 years, 
died today at St. Louis County 
Hospital of complications follow- 
ing a stroke suffered last Nov. 2. 
He would have been 74 years old 
on Nov, 23. 

Editor of the Lutheran Witness 
from 1914 to 1948, Dr. Graebner 
was the author of more than 80 
volumes, including religious trea- 
tises and handbooks, church histo- 
ries, biographies, essays and ar- 
ticles for encyclopedias. 

Founder of Laymen’s League. 

Dr. Graebner was one of the 
founders of the Lutheran Lay- 
men’s League, suggested the radio 
program which became the Luth- 
eran Hour, and aided in forma- 
tion of the St. Louis Bach Chorus. 

In 1948 he retired from his 
position as professor of systematic 
theology at Concordia and went 
on modified service, but con- 
tinued his writing, reviewing new 
works on theological subjects.

DEVICE EXPECTED 
TO CHANGE THYROID 
DISEASE DIAGNOSIS 


A super-sensitive instrument 
for detecting atcmic radiation was 
displayed today at Kiel Audi- 
torium, with the claim that it 
may “revolutionize’ ’the diagnosis 
and treatment of thyroid disease. 

The device, called a “scintilla- 
tion counter,” allows the use of 
as little as .4 of 1 per cent as 
much radioactive iodine as is re- 
quired when a Geiger counter is 
employed in tracing techniques, 
a group of California doctors 
told the Southern Medical Asso- 
ciation, meeting here. 

They said the smaller amount 
of radiation required to detect a 
tumor or other diseased condi- 
tion means that radioactive iodine 
can be used as a thyroid diag- 
nostic tool in children, pregnant 
women ‘and other patients not 
ordinarily treated with it because 
of potential danger. The instru- 
ment can be used with only one- 
thirteenth the amount of radia- 
tion given off by a luminous-dial 
wristwatch, they explained. 

The researchers who reported 
on the scintillation counter were 
Drs. Herbert C. Allen Jr., Ray- 
mond I./Libby, Benedict Cassen 
and. William E. Goodwin, of the 
Wadsworth, Calif., Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration Hospital and _ the 
University of California School of 
Medicine at Los Angeles.

a lead, their intelligent short- 
stop cut off enemy hits and 
turned them into double plays. 

Against a mentality of such 
capacity and force, nothing 
could prevail. The I s won 
the closest of all American 
League pennant races and de- 
feated the Boston Braves in the 
world series, four games to two. 

All through that winter, 
Boudreau sat on his upholstered 
laurels, rising only to deny the 
allegation of toastmasters that 
he was the greatest leader since 
Hannibal, the greatest short- 
stop since Wagner and, alto- 
gether, the greatest thing since 
the invention of indoor plumb- 


ing. 

At a dinner in New York, 
Boudreau’s employer of that 
time, Bill Veeck, openly con- 
fessed that “he was the luckiest 
stiff in baseball. He told how 
he had endeavored to deal 
Boudreau off to the Browns 
after the 1945 season, and how 
the pressure of public opinion 
in Cleveland had forced him, 
against his own judgment and 
preference, to let Lou hang 
around and lead the Indians to 
their first championship in 
twenty-eight years. 


The Case of Dyer. 


S manager of the St. Louis 

Cardinals, Eddie Dyer di- 

rected teams that won a Na- 
tional League pennant and a 
Sworld championship and never 
finished worse than second un- 
til the retreads wore out this 
year. The Red Sox were heav- 
ily favored in the world series 
of 1946 and the Cardinals 
brought off an upset partly be- 
cause Dyer’s tactics against 
Ted Williams—an over-shifted 
defense set-up with mocking os- 
tentation, plus pitching that 
was always tn on Ted’s fists— 
reduced the Boston strong boy 
to the status of spectator. 

Over the years, the precision- 
tooled machines turned out by 
Joe McCarthy achieved individ- 
ual proficiency, over-all polish 
and a record for success unap- 
proached anywhere else since 
the origin of the round bat. 

In one season as stand-in for 
Leo Durocher in Brooklyn and 
in two summers on his own, 
Burt Shotton managed two pen- 
nant winners, finished second 
the other: time with a team that 
was not eliminated until the 

. last inning of the year’s last 
game. 

Coming up from the minors 
with a lofty reputation as a 
practicing genius, Billy Méyer 
took over in Pittsburgh three 
years ago and began causing 
miracles like an ambidextrous 
mandrake. He was the choice of 
many scholars for manager-of- 
the-year and his sleight-of- 
hand so bedazzled the brethren 
that the Pirates were .touted 
widely for the 1949 pennant. 

If, within the last five years, 

all these men have given evi- 
dence of possessing special 
equipment for the job as man- 
ager, it is straining probability 
to -Suggest that: they all have 
lost their gifts. 


Two Out in the Cold. 

ET Boudreau and Dyer have 

been relieved of their com- 

mands since the 1950 season 
ended. McCarthy retired in mid- 
season, leaving dry eyes all over 
Boston. The only promise made 
to Meyer thus far by Pitts- 
burgh is a_ statement that 
Branch Rickey would “consult 
with him on his status.” 

Everything written about 
Shotton has implied that he 
held his job in Brooklyn on 
Rickey’s sufferance alore. Wal- 
ter O’Malley has said nothing 
fo contradict this impression 
since Rickey’s departure. 

There is no group in the na- 
tion more accomplished at pass- 
ing the buck that the executives 
of major league ball clubs. Their 
skill in this field has long since 
ceased to surprise the fans. The 
public takes it for granted that 
defeat means unemployment 
for the manager, no matter how 
obvious it may be that the team 
couldn’t have won under any- 
body. 

The owner «does not blame 
himself for his own stupidity or 
cupidity-inspired player deals 
that worked out badly. He does 
not advise the public that it is 
because of his parsimony that 
the club lacks players of cham- 
pionship class. He fires the 
manager. 

He is, however, almost always 
polite about it. Along with the 
announcement that the manager 
“has submitted his resignation - 
for the beét interests of the 
team” there is usually a‘ state- 
ment that the owner “in no way 
holds the manager responsible 
for the disappointing showing 
of the club.” This, looks like 
English, but it is in fact es- 
peranto which ‘all sports page 
readers translate as follows:

. Louis county two and Jackson county four, with

stead of 13, and the rest of the state 19 instead 
of 21. This should be the goal of reappor- 
tionment. 

Rural-dominated legislatures are a fixed fea- 
ture of the American landscape. As Richard L. 
Neuberger put it in a recent issue of The New 
Republic, “America has moved to town but its 
legislatures have not.” 

In Missouri, the two major urban areas are 
not entitled to dominate the Legislature, since 
they do not have a majority of the population. 
But without question they are entitled to a 
stronger voice than they now enjoy. At least one 
branch of the Législature should accurately re- 
flect population as it is. The Senate can do that 
if the reapportionment commission does its job. 
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An Injustice to Parole 

Circuit Judge Eugene Sartorius’ peremptory 
parole of a confessed embezzler, Clyde H. Stev- 
ens, was hardly fair to the parole system. He 
neither referred the case to Parole Officer Frank- 
lin Miller nor notified the concern from which 
the prisoner had stolen funds, the Becker-Mars- 
den Oil Co. 

Administered in such a manner, parole can- 
not be expected to work effectively. Rule 26 
of the circuit court’ requires reports by the 
police and by the parole officer before an 
application for parole can be acted upon. Sim- 
ple thoroughness requires consultation with all 
who can throw needed light on the application, 
including the aggrieved parties. 

Parole Officer Miller’s office is understaffed 
and should be expanded to a size which will 
permit quick, thorough investigation of all ap- 
plications for parole and adequate supervision 
of all parolees.

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Show of the Year 


In a way, the Missouri Show now at the City 
Art Museum is the most important annual dis- 
play of painting and sculpture in St. Louis. This 
does not mean, of course, that the canvases are 
to be compared with treasures such as those 
in the Viennese collection soon to be seen here. 
Nor do we know of any Missouri Rembrandts, 
Holbeins, Winslow Homers, Matisses or Klees 
to be compared with the museum’s own perma- 
nent possessions. 

What makes the show important, however, is 
that it is contemporary and regional. It is of 
our own time and place. And the mainspring 
of all true art, of course, is an effort to interpret 
the here and-the now. This may be done so well 
that a painting achieves an indestructible vital- 
ity. An example is the Museum’s new Rem- 
brandt. Most works, of course, fall far short of 
such immortality. They are fated to be ephemer- 
al or, let us say, of minor importance. Still, 
without these efforts of today there will be no 
masterpieces of tomorrow. 

And, to a considerable degree, the achieve- 
ments of the contemporary artists are affected 
by. contemporary appreciation. The artistic sense 
of a community which appreciates only treas- 
ures which come to it from remote times and 
remote places is sterile.. Fortunately, this is not 
true of St. Louis. 

The annual Missouri Show and its prizes have 
become a firmly established tradition, ‘but a 


tradition which will always need nurturing. But — 


it is not without its immediate rewards. There 
is about this show a glow of color well worth 
a walk up Art Hill. 
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A Good Sign in Georgia

Despite the shortrange advantage 
of a seemingly balanced budget and a gloss of 
luxury—especially on Rome's more fashionable 
streets—Italy still is far from the Marshall 
Plan objective: economic independence by 1952. 

In -all fairness, the country faces difficult 
problems: especially in its over-population. But 
that is exactly why government and industry 
should be striving to increase opportunities for 
employment. That also happens to be the best 
way of keeping the Communists out of power. 

For diplomatic reasons, American criticism 
may be hushed. This, however, will not get rid 
of the basic problem. The DeGasperi Govern- 
ment must translate more of its talk about 
reforms into positive programs of actiori. 

For one, it might begin collecting taxes— 
from everybody, and in full. 
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Hope for Some Childless Couples 

Unfortunately, there are some married cou- 
ples in the United States who apparently never 
will be able to have children; as Dr. William 
F. Mengert of Dallas pointed out at the con- 
vention of the Southern Medical Association 
here. And, because of the psychological conse- 
quences of an inability to have children, doctors 
are doing them a cruel disservice when false 
hopes are raised by “dubious treatments.” 

But some sizable dents in the problem of 
sterility have been made by recent research. 
And there is now good reason to believe that 
some childless couples who have given up hope 
of having their own children can become parents. 

The problem is much more often one of 
comparative rather than of absolute sterility. 
Doctors have found that among many childless 
couples, the fertility of one of the would-be 
parents, frequently the husband, is only some- 
what below normal. After detailed studies in 


~ such cases, doctors sometimes can give advice 


which -will make it possible for those couples 
to have children. 
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‘ Dipping Into Postwar Reserves 

Missouri is spending much of its postwar re- 
serve fund for school and other improvements. 
In so far as the money is spent for capital in- 
vestments, this policy seems reasonable. 

The reserve was established in 1945 as a 
“cushion” against a postwar depression. It was 
to be spent for public projects that would re- 
lieve unemployment. But after waiting five 
years for any sign. of an economic bust, the 
country is still in the midst of a boom and 
faced with more inflation, | 

No one can guess how long the reserves might 
have to be saved for the expected rainy day. 
Before the day came, the value of the money 
would depreciate with rising prices, it would 
accomplish less when spent, and state institu- 
tions would be left without needed improve- 


ments even while the money was in the till. 


Consequently a policy of cautious expenditure 
now seems justified. So far the Legislature has 
placed about $55,000,000 in the reserve, and 
appropriated about $47,000,000 of this for build- 
ings, other construction and repairs. Most of 
the projects certainly required attention. 

Eight millions went to mental institutions, 
which have had to struggle with inadequate 
space. Thirteen millions went to 10 state 
schools, which had. to expand to meet a postwar 
influx of students. More than two millions went 
to the State Training School for Boys at Boon- 
ville, which has been inadequate for years. This 
money represents capital investments of per- 
manent value. ‘ 

Meanwhile the state revenue receipts continue 
to rise. Unless the Legislature should go on 
some unforeseen and abnormal spending spree, 
it ought to be possible for Missouri to retain a 
reasonable reserve and still meet more of the 
immediate requirements of public service.

OLD AGE HELD OUT 


|Report on Metabolism Studies 


as Gerontological Society 
Meeting Ends. 


The hope that “many addition- 
al years of health may be added 
to our present span of life” was 
held out yesterday at closing ses- 
sions of the third annual meet- 
ing of the Gerontological Society, 
held in Elliot Auditorium of the 
Oscar Johnson Institute, 640 
South Kingshighway. 

Dr. William B. Kountz of the 
Division of Gerontology of . the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine, reporting on studies of 
the metabolism of older persons, 
observed that “the problem of 
nutrition is extremely important 
and should be looked upon as the 
probable cause of many of the 
degenerative changes.” 
Increasing the protein intake 
of a group of older persons, he 
said, resulted in gains in weight, 
improved muscle tone and gen- 
erally “a sense of well-being.” 
Assimilation of protein was aid- 
ed by the administering of thy- 
roid and hydrochloric acid in 
some cases. 

Carbohydrate metabolism, com- 
monly disturbed in older persons, 
was adjusted through the lower- 
ing of sugar intake, the substitu- 
tion of fruits and vegetables pri- 
marily and the elimination of 
bread from fhe diet. A lowered 
incidence of cardiovascular dis- 
ease resulted 


the Division of Gerontology, re- 
ported that the application of the 
female sex hormone, estrogen, 
improved the elastic properties 


as that of elderly women.

In the past year they arrested more 
than 500 counterfeiters, nearly 2500 forgers. They take no 
chances where the President is concerned. Special agents 
eheck food and personnel in hotels and other public places 
in which he appears. These agents search all buildings from 
furnace to attic before the President crosses the threshold. 
They are prepared to sacrifice their own lives to keep the - 
President out of danger. Their pay starts at about $3800 a

EVERY SPECIAL AGENT must learn to shoot before he 
is allowed to carry a gun. Most of them are sharpshooters 
or experts—both higher than marksman. On the Secret 
Service course the marksman qualification is equivalent to 
an expert on the U.S. Army _ course. 

Once when the late President Warren G. Harding was 
to make an appearance on an Ohio River steamboat, the Secret 
Service inspected the vessel and declared it unsafe. Plans for 
the President's visit were promptly changed over the vigorous 
objections of city officials, and he boarded another boat 
anchored close by. The people who had boarded the first 
vessel crowded along the rail to see the President. Suddenly 
the deck of the condemned boat collapsed. Some of the spec- 
tators were killed and many were. seriously injured. 
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. MANY SPECIAL AGENTS are fine actors who play dan- 
gerous roles—for keeps. A big percentage of their major 
counterfeiting cases are developed through the ingenuity of 
these undercover agents. Recently they captured a counter- 
feiting gang responsible for producing $500,000 in bogus 
Canadian currency and $800,000 in counterfeit United States 
paper money. The first break came when .an gudercover man, 
posing as a West Coast racketeer, negotiated to buy $230,000 in 
phony bills from N.Y. distributors. Later they nabbed 70 


people.

In rural communities, on farms, 
etc., there is often enough room 
for both old and young, and job 
opportunities for the aged rural 
population are much more favor- 
able than in our big cities. 

However,..we must face the 
fact that we are rapidly chang- 
ing from a rural nation into an 
urban nation, and nothing is 
worse for the harmonious devel- 
opment of a. family than over- 
crowded and unsuitable city quar- 
ters. I have often ‘seen the peace 
of a family group deeply dis- 
turbed by the unavoidable com- 
plications and emotional tension 
which arise if old and young live 
too close together. , 

It is practically impossible to 
find in our large cities adequate 
housing for older people, even for 
those with ample funds. 

The idea of charitable old-age 
homes in which elderly people 
can be grouped is only a dream. 
Four-fifths of the aged live in 
families with relatives. Only 4.3 
per cent live in institutions or 
hotels; but what institutions and 
what hotels. 

There are, of course, some 
excellent modern and progres- 
sive old-age homes, which pro- 
vide occupational and recrea- 
tional facilities, and in which old 
and incapacitated people can 
live happily. However, the ma- 
jority. of our present old-age

Housing projects could be de- 
veloped in the neighborhood of 
large cities, where real estate is 
not too expensive, and could be 
subsidized on a low-rent basis by 
prepaid premiums.

“I 
want to grow up and have a guod time and get a good edu- 
cation. Byt I have to start dating some time.” 

Nobody can deny that, Anna. If I coujd talk with your 
parents, I’d say to them: 

“Most girls start dating about the age of 14, if they are 
normal girls. Look around at the girls who didn’t start dating 
until they were 18 or, 20. See what sappened to them. Some 
of them didn’t marry at all. Probably half of those who did 
marry have ended in the divorce court.

He is as much a 
writer as he is an artist. He has 
a highly developed social con- 
sciousness and a sense of justice 
that makes him fight when he 
sees anyone being pushed around. 
Sometimes his crusades are thin- 
ly veiled satires, at other times 
they are heavily burlesqued. But 
the point is never lost. 


Al Capp was born 41 years go 
and christened Alfred Gerald 
Caplin. He later shortened his 
name to Capp in signing his car- 
toons, and had it legally changed 
in 1949. His father, Otto Caplin, 
studied law at Yale, was always 
coming up with ideas for making 

a fortune, but provided only 
the barest tiving for his family. 
As in many such cases, it was 
Capp’s mother whose energy and 
resourcefulness kept the family 
going. 

As a youngster, Capp and his 
family lived in one shabby rented 
house after another and there was 
a constant battle of wits with the 
grocer, the butcher and the land- 
lord. 

When AI was 9 years old, he 
hitched a ride on an ice truck, 
fell and was run over by a street- 
car. He lost his left leg and two 
years later he started wearing an 
artificial leg. During World War 
II he toured Government hospitals 
to show amputees that the loss of 
a leg doesn’t mean the end of the 
world. It certainly didn’t in 
Capp’s case. He grew up into a 
brash, fast-talking young man who 
liked to travel. 


He even went on hitch-hiking 
expeditions, and it was during one 
of these trips that the seed was 
planted which later yielded fame 
and fortune for Capp. 


“One summer,” as he tells it, 
“I was traveling through the 
mountains of Kentucky with Don- 
ald Munson, ,now a short-story 
writer. Unshaven, ragged, but 
happy, we were sleeping in hay-

Pounding Steam Radiators 

O a lot of people a pounding 
T steam radiator means that the 

steam is coming up and if 
they can just stay in bed a few 
minutes longer the room will be 
nice and warm. To others this 
same pounding is a source of 
nervous strain. 

Pounding in a radiator is caused 
by water that was on its way back 
to the boiler becoming trapped 
somewhere and getting in the 
way of the steam. 

If the radiator itself pounds, 
turn off the shut-off valve and 
then slip some small blocks of 
wood under the radiator legs. 
Turn the valve on and see if the 
pounding has quieted. If it hasn’t, 
increase the height of the blocks 
until it does. What you are doing 
with these blocks is tilting the 
pipe from radiator to boiler just 
enough so that the water runs 
back easily to the boiler and 
doesn’t get irito the way of the 


steam.
